A letter was sent to the two 

certified paging operations in these a r e a s ,  notifying them of 

A.P.S. Communications’ application. There was no response to t h e  

letter. 

A.P.S. Communications is a corporate subsidiary of A.P.S. 

Security, Inc., of Middlesboro, Kentucky, which is engaged i n  the 

business of providing burglar and f i r e  alarm protection for the 

business community in Middlesboro and surrounding counties. 

A . P . S .  Communications has been i n  business for 3 1/2 h a l f  years.

C o u n t y ,  M i d d l e s b o r o ,  K e n t u c k y ,  area.  I n  a d d i t i o n  t o  p r o v i d i n g  

p a g i n g  s e r v i c e s ,  A.P.S. C o m m u n i c a t i o n s  also p r o v i d e s  t e l e p h o n e  

a n s w e r i n g  s e r v i c e s .  E x c e p t  for t h e  H a r l a n  C o u n t y  s i t e ,  w h i c h  is 

p e n d i n g  n e g o t i a t i o n ,  e x i s t i n g  communi ty  repeater sites will be 

A.P.S. u s e d  t o  p r o v i d e  t h e  p r o p o s e d  e x p a n d e d  c o v e r a g e .  

C o m m u n i c a t i o n s  p r e s e n t l y  has the n e c e s s a r y  e q u i p m e n t  i n  stack. 

The Commission having c o n s i d e r e d  t h i s  m a t t e r  and  being 

advised finds t h a t t  

1. T h e r e  is a p u b l i c  need for  t h e  service since e x p a n s i o n  

w i l l  p rov ide  w i d e r  area coverage f o r  e x i s t i n g  s u b s c r i b e r s ,  a s  w e l l  

as e n a b l e  new c u s t o m e r s  t o  s u b s c r i b e  to  the service in the addi -  

t i o n a l  areas. 

2. S i n c e  A.P.S.  C o m m u n i c a t i o n s  h a s  b e e n  p r o v i d i n g  radio 

paging s e r v i c e s  for approximately 3 years, it has d e m o n s t r a t e d  its 

t e c h n i c a l  a n d  f i n a n c i a l  a b i l i t y  t o  p r o v i d e  s u c h  a s e r v i c e .  

I T  IS THEREFORE ORDERED t h a t  A.P.S. C o m m u n i c a t i o n s  be and 

it hereby  is granted a c e r t i f i c a t e  of c o n v e n i e n c e  and  n e c e s s i t y  t o  

expand i ts  c o v e r a g e  t o  i n c l u d e  Knox, W h i t l e y ,  L a u r e l ,  and H a r l a n  

c o u n t i e s  i n  K e n t u c k y .  

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED t h a t  app ropr i a t e  i n f o r m a t i o n  c o n c e r n -  

ing t h e  A a r l a n  C o u n t y  s i t e  be f i l e d  w i t h i n  30 days of t h e  d a t e  of 

t h i s  Order. T h i s  i n f o r m a t i o n  s h o u l d  i n c l u d e  c o n t o u r  mapsr leasing 

a g r e e m e n t s  and copier, of any required federal approvals.
